National  Bank  Notes  are  fun  to 
collect  in  a variety  of  ways.  One  way  is 
by  area,  such  as  state,  city,  county  or 
region:  another  is  by  unusual  title 
names. 

A group  of  titles  that  is  of  considerable 
interest  are  the  “ethnic”  banks...  those 
banks  that  reflected  in  their  title  the 
particular  ethnic  community  they  wished 
to  serve. 

In  Wisconsin,  one  such  ethnic  group  was 
German  and  six  National  Banks  were 
chartered  with  the  word  "German"  in 
their  title. 


With  the  onset  of  World  War  I,  patriotic 
fervor  ran  high.  Germany,  being  the 
“enemy”  caused  things  “German”  to 
come  under  close  scrutiny. 

The  Oshkosh  bank  was  liquidated  on  April 
6,  1909,  leaving  five  “German”  banks 
remaining  and  all  changed  their  titles  in 
1918  within  6 months  of  each  other. 

The  Germania  National  Bank  of 
Milwaukee  changed  to  The  National  Bank 
of  Commerce  of  Milwaukee,  June  1, 

1918.  The  German-American  National 
Bank  of  Shawano  changed  to  the 
Wisconsin  National  Bank  of  Shawano, 

July  9,  1918;  The  German  National 
Bank  of  Ripon  became  The  American 
National  Bank  of  Ripon,  June  1,  1918; 
The  German  National  Bank  of  Beaver  Dam 
became  The  American  National  Bank  of 
Beaver  Dam,  March  29,  1918  and  lastly. 
The  National  German  American  Bank  of 
Wausau  was  changed  to  American  National 
Bank  of  Wausau,  February  1,  1918. 


These  banks  were  the 
German  National  Bank 
of  Oshkosh  (Charter 
#4196),  the 
Germania  National 
Bank  of  Milwaukee 
(#6403):  the 
National  German 
American  Bank  of 
Wausau  (#4744); 
the  German  National 
Bank  of  Beaver  Dam 
(#4602)  and  the 
German  National  Bank 
of  Ripon  (#4306). 
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There  was  more  than  a quick  name  change 
to  avoid  conflict  to  this  story,  however. 

A January  9,  1918  newspaper  account 
from  the  files  of  the  Wausau  Daily  Herald 
tells  “the  rest  of  the  story”  - a story  of 
an  immigrant’s  love  for  the  great 
national  we  call  America. 

Benjamin  Heineman,  a German-Jewish 
immigrant  to  the  Wausau  Wisconsin 
community  from  Heidelberg,  Germany 
and  President  of  the  National  German 
American  Bank  of  Wausau  spoke  to  the 
assembled  bank  stockholders  at  their 
annual  meeting. 

The  meeting  was  primarily  scheduled  to 
elect  directors  for  the  bank’s  board,  but 
before  that  order  of  business.  Bank 
President  Heineman  talked  of  his 
experiences.  He  had  returned  to  visit 
Heidelberg  in  1914,  the  city  he  had  left 
in  1869  at  the  age  of  19. 

When  war  broke  out  all  business  signs  of 
firms  bearing  Russian  or  French  names 
were  obliterated,  covered  or  taken  down. 
A few  days  later  when  England  entered  the 
war,  the  same  thing  happened  to  things 
“English”.  Heineman  went  on  to  say  that 
this  sort  of  thing  happened  in  all  the 
European  countries  involved  in  the  war. 
He  found  it  a great  credit  to  the  United 
States  that  such  demonstrations  had  not 
taken  place  here.  “The  American 
national  coming  out  of  the  melting  pot  of 
all  nations,  is  by  nature  a very  generous 
nation.” 

He  went  on  to  say  “No  animosity  or  bad 
feeling  has  been  shown  against  the 
Germans  or  even  against  those  who  were 


pronounced  pro-Germans  or  those  who 
were  still  citizens  of  Germany,  excepting 
in  isolated  cases.”  Heineman  continued, 
“...as  President  Wilson  has  wisely  said, 
‘We  are  not  warring  against  the 
Germans,  but  against  the  German  Dynasty 
and  its  Junkerdom,  which  is  overbearing 
and  insulting  and  a domineering  party,  on 
which  account  they  are  much  hated  by  the 
Germans  in  Germany,  as  well  as  by 
people  in  other  countries..’” 

In  concluding  his  comments,  Heineman 
said  “No  demands  by  either  the 
government  or  the  public  have  been  made 
to  change  the  name  of  German  firms  or 
signs  or  titles,  but  considering  all  things 
from  all  sides  and  wishing  to  show  our 
sincere  loyalty  to  the  most  glorious  and 
the  most  liberty-loving  country  on  the 
face  of  the  earth,  the  United  States  of 
America,  I am  expressing  the  wish,  and 
your  Board  of  Directors  unanimously 
recommend,  that  the  name  of  this  bank 
shall  be  changed  to  the  ‘American 
National  Bank  of  Wausau’.” 

The  vote  was  unanimous,  2,614  to  0. 

Today  the  “M&l  First  American  Bank” 
conducts  business  in  the  same  block  that 
housed  the  old  “German”  bank.  It  is  the 
successor  to  the  American  National  Bank, 
the  First  National  Bank  and  a number  of 
other  institutions  that  were  consolidated 
in  the  early  1930’s  to  provide  sound  and 
solvent  banking  for  the  people  of  Wausau. 
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lllustrated  are  an  1882  Second  Charter  $20  Brownback  on  The 
National  German  American  Bank  of  Wausau.  The  bank  president’s 
signature  is  faded,  but  is  that  of  Benjamin  Heineman. 
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The  1902  $10  Third  Charter  note  on  the  American  National  Bank 
of  Wausau  shows  the  new  Charter  date  of  February  1,  1918...  the 
new  title  was  granted  under  the  old  Charter  number.

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NATIONAL  MEDAL  HONORING  PE3?SIAN  GULF  VEOTI^ANS 


On  January  17,  1991,  Americans  watched  in  vivid  detail  on  television  as 
the  United  States  Armed  Forces  led  coalition  forces  frcxn  39  countries  in  a 
military  attack  on  Iraq  to  liberate  Kuwait.  To  show  the  veterans  of  the 
Persian  Gulf  America's  gratitude  for  their  service.  Public  Law  102-281, 
passed  by  Congress,  authorizes  the  U.S.  flint  to  produce  silver  Persian  Gulf 
Veterans  National  Medals. 

To  recognize  the  contributions  of  the  estimated  650,000  men  and  women 
who  served  or  continue  to  serve  in  the  Persian  Gulf,  the  Public  Law 
authorizes  the  U.S.  Mint  to  produce,  and  sell  to  the  public,  1-1/2  inch 
bronze  versions  of  the  Persian  Gulf  Veterans  National  Medal.  All  proceeds 
fran  the  sale  of  the  bronze  medals,  after  expenses,  will  be  used  to  produce 
silver  versions  of  the  medal  for  presentation  to  each  veteran  who  served  or 
continue  to  serve  in  the  Persian  Gulf  or  their  next  of  kin.  The  Mint  is 
also  accepting  private  donations  toward  the  minting  of  the  silver  medal. 

The  obverse  of  the  medal  depicts  the  U.S.  forces  with  a battle  tank, 
missile  launcher,  aircraft  carrier  and  aircraft  representing  the  various 
branches  of  the  Armed  Forces . The  reverse  names  the  medal  and  has  an 
inscription  in  recognition  of  service  in  the  Persian  Gulf  Conflict.  It  also 
has  a heraldic  eagle  with  a banner  inscribed,  "Act  of  Congress  * 1992,"
